Visitors  are  always  w'elcome  at  Arvista  Gardens.  The  height  of  the  flower¬ 
ing  season  usually  extends  from  the  middle  of  May  to  the  Middle  of  June  or  even 
later.  The  dwarf  Irises  bloom  earlier,  about  the  end  of  April  or  the  first  of  May. 

The  top  of  the  flowering  period  usually  comes  during  the  first  week  in  June,  and 
this  season  we  look  for  the  finest  display  of  outstanding  varieties  that  we  have 
ever  had.  Ours  is  a  commercial  garden  and  makes  no  claim  for  landscape  effects. 

To  reach  our  garden  by  automobile  from  the  East,  follow  TJS-12  to  the  point 
where  it  turns  west  from  M-78,  1.4  miles  south  of  their  northerly  junction;  then  turn 
left  (east)  one  block,  then  left  (north)  on  Grand  Boulevard  to  172  —  the  first  place 
from  the  corner  on  the  left  or  west  side  of  the  street.  From  the  West  on  US-12, 
continue  east  one  block  beyond  M-78,  then  left  as  above. 

TALKS 

We  are  prepared  to  talk  to  garden  clubs  and  others  at  points  within  reasonable 
distance,  on  any  of  the  plants  on  -which  we  specialize  —  Irises,  Peonies,  Oriental 
Poppies,  Hybrid  Daylillies.

The  gigantic  flowers  sometimes  reach  a  diameter  of  12  inches  or  more, 
while  a  diameter  of  9  to  10  inches  is  common. 

Says  Dr.  Neeley:  “Varying  from  red  to  orange,  salmon  to  pink,  mulberry  to 
white,  this  barbaric  flower  offers  a  wide  range  of  colors,  is  free,  from  disease,  very 
hardy  and  easy  to  transplant.  Among  the  family  as  a  whole,  there  is  none  so  regal 
as  the  Oriental  Poppy.  “ 

Many  new  hybrid  varieties  have  been  introduced  in  recent  years,  greatly 
extending  the  color  range  and  showing  much  improvement  in  habit  and  form. 

In  large  gardens,  Oriental  Poppies  should  be  planted  by  hundreds  or  even 
thousands,  either  alone  or  combined  with  other  material,  to  achieve  bold  landscape 
effects  of  startling  originality  and  charm.

CULTURE 

The  chief  requirement  of  this  most  striking  plant  is  that  it  should  be  moved 
only  after  the  beginning  of  the  dormant  season  about  the  15th  of  July,  and  from 
then  until  the  ground  freezes  in  the  fall.  It  is  important  in  transplanting  that  the 
plant  be  set  deep  enough  to  place  the  crowns  three  inches  below  the  surface.  It  is 
well  also,  to  set  the  plants  at  an  angle  of  45  degrees  or  more  so  that  water  will  not 
be  trapped  by  the  hollow  crowns  of  large  plants.  After  planting,  the  ground  should 
not  be  allowed  to  dry  out  before  the  roots  become  established.  After  the  ground 
freezes,  a  light  covering  of  straw  or  coarse  litter  should  be  placed  over  the  ground 
to  prevent  the  plants  from  being  heaved  out  by  alternate  freezing  and  thawing 
which,  in  our  experience,  is  the  most  common  cause  of  winter  killing.  Plants  also 
may  be  killed  by  planting  where  water  will  stand  over  the  crowns  in  winter,  or  by 
cutting  off  the  crowns  after  growth  starts  in  the  spring.  Direct  contact  of  air  or  of 
water  with  the  crowns  are  the  most  frequent  causes  of  failure  with  poppies.  Special 
care  should  be  taken  immediately  after  the  blooming  season  to  see  that  exposed 
crowns  are  well  covered  with  fresh  earth. 

The  plants  like  full  sun,  but  do  well  in  partial  shade,  especially  certain  of  the 
darker  colored  varieties.  Plant  about  two  feet  apart. 

With  careful  attention,  spring  planting  of  Oriental  Poppies  up  to  May  1  usually 
proves  successful. 

SIZE  OF  PLANTS 

Prices  except  as  noted  are  for  LARGE,  FIELD  GROWN  PLANTS,  AT  LEAST 
TWO  YEARS  FROM  PROROGATION.  Some  nurseries  claim  pot-grown  plants 
give  entirely  satisfactory  results.  Other  extensive  nurseries  agree  with  us  that  they 
are  much  inferior,  and  that  large,  field-grown  plants  not  only  are  much  more  likely 
to  live  and  grow  well,  but  also  that  in  the  great  majority  of  cases  they  bloom  earlier 
and  more  generously. 

The  wonderful  blooms  make  excellent  cut  flowers  if  the  freshly  cut  stems 
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are  immediately  singed  at  the  cut  surface,  or  plunged  at  once  into  boiling  water  for 
a  moment  or  two,  and  then  placed  in  cold  water. 

Capital  initials  of  color  names  in  description  of  Oriental  Poppies  indicate  that 
the  color  values  are  those  found  in  “Color  Standards  and  Nomenclature, ”  by 
Ridgway. 

In  addition  to  the  numerous  varieties  listed,  we  always  have  at  Arvista  Gardens 
numbers  of  other  varieties,  named  and  unnamed,  which  either  are  on  trial  or  are  not 
yet  in  sufficient  quantity  to  warrant  listing.  This  applies  to  all  four  of  the  groups 
in  which  we  specialize.

The  Table  Type  covers  a  most  charming  new  group  of  Irises  whose  flowers 
embody  the  fine  points  of  the  newest  varieties  but  in  smaller  flowers  on  slender, 
well  branched  stems,  making  ideal  subjects  for  table  decorations  and  other  arrange¬ 
ments  in  which  large  flowers  would  be  less  appropriate.  The  Bedding  Type  Iris 
flowers  average  a  little  larger  but  otherwise  are  similar  to  the  above;  while  the 
Massing  Type  varieties,  possessing  also  the  good  points  of  the  foregoing,  are  especially 
effective  as  landscape  varieties. 

These  new  Irises  are  all  noteworthy  for  freedom  of  bloom,  long  season  of  at 
least  three  weeks,  on  well  established  clumps,  with  heat  resistant  flowers  of  fine 
substance.  Also,  because  of  the  size  of  the  blooms  and  graceful  stalks,  all  may 
well  be  used  for  table  decoration,  though  the  Table  Type  proper  is  somewhat  more 
desirable  for  small  baskets  and  vases. 

All  have  been  tested  in  Texas  and  in  Massachusetts  and  have  been  uniformly 
praised  as  worthy  additions  for  the  purposes  indicated.  None  are  bunch-flowered 
types.

Tree  Peonies  are  perfectly  hardy  wherever  the  Lilac  thrives.  Unprotected 
they  often  have  to  stand  temperatures  of  15  to  25  degrees  below  zero.  It  is  advisable 
however  to  avoid  windswept  loctaions  and  to  protect  the  early  bloom  buds  in  case 
of  late  spring  frosts. 

Mulching  is  advisable  the  first  winter  after  transplanting.  Apply  mulch  of 
light  material  and  after  the  ground  is  frozen  solid.

SACRED  LILY  OF  INDIA 

(Amorphophallus  Rivieri) 

A  great  novelty  that  is  curious,  interesting  and  unique. 

Planted  in  the  garden  when  the  Dahlias  are  planted,  it  produces  an 
attractive  plant  that  suggests  a  small  palm  —  a  single  stem  that  is 
mottled  green  and  white  with  purple  and  reddish  shadings.  There  are 
three  palm-like  branches  bearing  numerous,  small,  lacy  leaves.  After 
the  top  has  been  killed  by  frost,  the  bulbous  root  is  dug  and  stored  in  a 
cool  cellar.  About  Christmas  time,  it  is  brought  into  the  light  and  heat, 
and  in  three  or  four  weeks  sends  up  its  long  stem  bearing  at  the  top  a 
Calla-shaped  flower  14  inches  across  with  a  spadix  that  may  be  36  inches 
long.  They  start  to  bloom  when  4  years  old,  and  bloom  annually  thereafter. 
Bulbs  should  be  covered  3  to  6  inches.  The  blooming  bulb  indoors  requires 
no  soil  or  water;  but  in  the  garden  in  summer  should  not  be  allowed 
to  dry  out.
